claim him in Rome ; which they performed, throwing 
ed, the Murthered Body of Yitellius into the River Tyber 
Which runs by char City, when he had Rejened in 
Drunkenneſs and Luxury about Eight Months. 

Flavius Veſpafian having thus gained the Empire, left 
his Son Titus to mannage his Wars in 4/4 and came to 
Rome, This Titus after Three Years hard Siege, took 
the famous City of Jeruſalem and utterly Deſtroyed it, 
as had been fofe-told by our Saviour. $So that from

Days of the colour of BLOOD. . . _ 
Adrian continued the Perſecution of the Chriſtians 

with great earneſtneſs, making the Streets of the Prin- 
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cipal Towns ſtream with their Blood. He appointed 
Trebellus his Dieutenant in Britain, and though he had 
no open War with the Britains, he waſted great num- 
bers of them, in digging Mines, draining Marſhes, and 
- making Bridges. over Rivers ; to which ſervile Labours 
they were compelPd with rigor.. He began his Reign 
Anno Dem. 121, and continued it '22' Years. 

" Antonius Pius Succeeding Adrian ſtayed the Perſe- 
cution of the Chriſtians, reſtoring them to their Goods 
and Lands that had been taken from them. He confti-' 
tiited Lollius Crbicks his Lieutenant in Britain, againft 
whom the Brigantes made head, farprized himin his 
ſecurity, and cut off a great number of his Soulditrs ; 
But afterward, in a bloody Battel, they were over- 
thrown, compelled to ſubmit; and'pay large Taxesto 
be reſtor'd to their poſſeſſions. * This  Emperour Was 
called the Patron of Partve, from the gifts and rewards 
he diſtributed among pious and learned Men: In'his 
time the Chriſtzan Religion flonriſhed, and many places of 

Publick Worſhip were erreXtea'in Britain. Re began 
his Reign Ano 139, and Reigned 23 Years. ' © 
Marcus Aurelius Succeeding Antonius, Abrogated his 
Edits in favour of the Chriſtians, and Perſecuted them 
with gteat fury. Azricola was his Lieutenant in Britamn, 
and kept the Country in Peace all his time. He'began 
his Reign A419 162, and continuedit 19 Years. © 
Commodus, though of a very wicked Life, was, how- 
Ever, moved at the Sufferings of the Chriſtians, atid re- 
ſtrained the Perſecution, In his time flouriſhed King 
Lucius, a Britain, Son to King Coillus, who Butft Col- 
ebefter,and great Grandſon to King Arviragus,who Mar- 
ried the Emperour Drujus's Daughter: "He .(to the 
honour of this Nation) was the firlt King in the World 
that embraced Chriſtianity ; and by it ſet a good Ex- 
ample to others; and to he the better _— in ſo 
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Satred a matter; he ſent Elkyanus and Medvinus, two of 
his Learned Counſeltors, to Elitheritts Biſhop of Rome, 
to commune with him, and receive InftruQtions from 
him-for the good Government of his Kingdom: The 
00d Biſhop at this greatly rejoyced, and not only [n- 
need them in the Holy Faith, bur ſent Fd and 
Damianus to the King with the following Letter, 

Good Kung, yout have received (as 1 underſtand by you 
Meſſengers, to my' great Rejoycing ) in the Kingdom of 
Britain, by Gods Mercy, both the Law and the Faith of 
Chri! Jeſus our ever Bleſſed Lord ;, youbave both the Old. 
ad New Teſtament out of the ſame, through Gods Grace, 
by the Advice of » Realm, take a_ Law ; and by the ſame, 
through Gods ſufferance, Rule: you your K igndom of Britain ; 
or jn that Kingdom you'are Gods Vicar. 

By this we ſee | what different Spirits the Biſtops 
of Rome were of mm the time of Primitive Chriſtianity, to 
what they have ſince been; they were then too Modeſt 
tyUfurp Authority ont of their own Juriſdiction, and 
claim Supremacy over Kings; yet. Luxury, Pride and 
Riches has fince brought them not only to ſuch a pro- 
digions height of Arrogancy to ſet the World in a 
Flame with Wars and Miſchiefs, but even to dare to 
Corrupt the Holy Scriptures, and by bringing in Trad:- 
tions of their own, "roftle out the DoGrine of our Saviour 
and bis Apoſtles, filling the Nations with 25100D, and 
laying them Difolate, where they have been oppoſed, 
or their Revenge could.take place.

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A Ayo Dom. 618, and Reigned Twenty Four Years, 
A Ercombert, the Seventh King of Kent, began his 
Reign Anno Dom. 642. -This Man was a great Lover 
of the Chriſtians, everywhere in-his Dominions ſup- 
preſſing the 1do! Temples, cauſing the Chriſtian Worſhip ,- 
ſtritly. to be Obſerved throughout his Dominions, 
Building divers Churches, commanding the Faſt of Lens 
to be kept. He Reigned Twenty Four Years, 

Epbert, the Eighth King of Kent, began his Reign 
Anno Dom. 666, He was of a cruel Nature, Murther- 
ing his two Nephews Ethelred and Ethelbert, to ſecure 
the Kingdom to his Poſterity, caſting their Dead Bodies 
into the ' Medway, a River runing by Rocheſter and 
Chattam, whoſe Water thereupon for a time ſeemed 
of the colour of Blood, and was ſo corrupted that a 
number of Fiſh dyed in it; which was held as a Divine 
Judgment to upbraid the Murtherer ; after which he 
FE had a troubleſome Reign, h1s own People murmuring 
againſt him, and being otten ready to Rebel : A little 
before his Death, a terrible Blazing-Star appear'd for ſia 
Nights, 'at South Faſt, ſoon after the ſetins of the Sun. 
his He Reigned Nine Years and odd Days. 

Zothaire, the Ninth King of Kent, began his Reign 
Anno Dom. 675. In his time there was held the Third 
, General Council at Conſtantinople, where 600 .Biſhops 
aw} were preſent, Three of which went from England and - 
had the Precedency given them before divers other 
» fy Nations; Agatho being then Biſhop of Rome, Afﬀter- 
ward engaging in a War againit Ethelred King of 
Mercia, and Edrick King of the South Saxons, he charg- 
ds fg in the thickeſt of the Battel, and endeavouring tog 
abobreak in upon the Mercian Standard, where that King 
wkew Rood Invironed with his Nobles, a Dart being thrown 
Leicnerthwart with a ſtrong hand, {truck him on the Left - 
Jng9&e; and pierced throvgh the Right, ſo that he co 
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ly fell Dead on the place, when he had Reigned 
Eleven Years : - and his death ſo diſcouraged his Soul- 
diers, who had before near-gained the 2 Victory, that 
they quitted the Field and fled. 

Ederick, the Tenth King of Kent, was a Man of great 
Courage; but viing ſome Cruelty towards his Nobility, 
they grew diſplealed with him, and laboured to ſtir up 
the cgmmon People to a diſlike of his Government, and 
at laft raiſed a Rebellion againſt him; and in a great 
Battel near /aidſtone, he was Slain, and his Body very 
deſpirtefully uſed. The Night before this Battel, there 
were Groans and Cries heard, as proceeding out of the Air, 
and moft of the Lawrels throughout the Country Wither ed; 
after which, great Miſchief happened ; for the ViRtors 
not agreeing about dividing the ſpoil, fell into parties, 
and in clandeſtine Broyles ſhed much Blood ; ſo that 
there was no King in Xent for ſix years. This Ederick 
Reigned only two Years, and ten Days, begining it Anno 
Dom, 682. 

Withred, the Eleventh King of Kent, upon: his Bro- 
thers Overthrow, fled from the Popular Fury to Ine 
King of the Weþ Saxons, with whom he remained till 
the expiration of the lix Years : . When agreeing with 
him for a conſiderable ſum of Money, he Reſtored him 
to the Kingdom; which ſum, not exceeding 6000l. 

eing raiſed on the Subject, cauſed great Murmurings 
tut he quieted them by promiſing to Live Frugally, 
Proclaiming a general Pardon, and granting them many 
Priviledges which in former Reigns they enjoyed not; 
{o thax he lived rather like a Private Man, than a GOVes 
rTaigne Prince: Yet he had great Wars with Ethelred,, 
King of Mercia, He Reigned 33 Years, beginning Ic

. Edbert,” the *Twelfth King of Xent, Succeeded

2r Peace, and ſetled the Kingdom that hag been har-- 
aſſed, and in a manner deſtroyed, by the Aderciens in 
he former Reign; Rebuilding the Churches and !24o- 
waſtries they. had Ruinated. But in the Fourth Year of 
is Reign the Beacons of Heaven foreſhewed more 
Miſery to the already ſuffering Kingdom, two Blazing- 
Stars appearing ſucceſlively, the one in the South Welk 
and the other at South Eaſt; after which, great Diſſen- 
zons aroſe among the Saxon Kings, and much Blood 
as ſpilt in divers places; the Britains were likwiſe ex- 
reamly diſtreſſed by the Invading Norbumbers and 
eſt Saxons, who penned them within the Streights 
ad Mountains of Wales, till Famine coming on, num- 
bers were Starved in the Rocks and Caves whither 
they had retired for ſhelter. He began his Reign Ama 
Dom. 727, and Reigned 23 Years, 
| Ethelbert, the "Thirteenth King of Xeyxt, began his 
Reign Anno Dom, 750. At his coming to the Crown 
e laboured to promote Chriſtianity, gave large Gifts to 
he Cathedral Church of Canterbury, and to St. Andrews 
In Rocheſter, Built by Ethelbert the Second, King of 
Kent : He laboured alſo to keep Peace with his Neigh- 


dours, yet ſuch was the greedy deſire of the $4X075 ta. 21 
Incroach on each other, having beaten the poor Britains ' 


out of all the Counties that were worth Poſſeſſing, 
hat Wars enſued, and much Blood was ſhed : Yet ke 
Dyed in Peace, whan he had Reigned Eleven Years. 
| Alrick, the Fourteenth King of Kent, began his Reign 
Anno Dom. 761 ; but after he had Reigned 34 Years, 
Offa the great King of-the Mercians Quarrelled with 
Jim, for Entertaining Duke Ede/in who Fled from his 
Fury; yet this ſeemed only a pretence, his Ambition 
aming. to Annex. Kent to his own large Dominiens :;, 
whereupon both Armies approaching near ' Ottford, 
4 Byyacd in a Bloody Battel which laſted Twelve Hours, 
- Y os Rd 
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when Alrick being beaten down and ſlain with a Battel. 
' Ax, his Men fled the Field, and were ſo hotly purſued 
that many of them were put 'to the Sword, and great 
ſpoil made through all the Country ; which was con- 
tinued from the South to the North, as far as the River 
Humber, In his time The ſecond General Council was 
held at Nice, being the ſeventh General Council for all 
Chriſtendom. b 
'Etheibert the Third, and: Fifteenth King of Kent, 

Uſurped the Kingdome after the' Death of Alrick, 
whereupon Kenwolfe the Mercian (upon his denying to 
pay him Tribute and Homage) came againſt him with 
powerful Army, and in a fatal Battel he was over 
thrown and taken Priſoner, and carried into Mercia, 
where he continued ſome Years: But Kenwolfe hay: 
inz erected a ſtately Church ar Winchcomb in Gloceſter- 
fbre, at the Dedication of it,, where were preſent Ten 
" "Pukes and Thirteen Biſhops, he ſent for him, and at the 
High Altar freely Releaſed him without any Ranſom, fo 
"he returned again to his People. He began-his Reign 
mo Dom. 795, and Reigned Three Years. 

_. Cuthred the Sixteenth King of Kent, was ( contrar 
to the mind of the People) placed in the Throne by 
Kenwolfe King of Mercia: but' nothing Memorable 8 
Recorded of him.

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Aldulfe, the Tenth King of the Eaft Angles, was ad.

Beorne, the Twelfth King of the Eaſt Angles, be- 
gan his Reign Anno Dom.

under pretence of giving him his Beauteous Daughter 
Alfrida in Marriage, that. the League between them 
might be the ſtronger ; but indeed aiming to add the 
Faft Angle Kingdom to his own Dominions; and hav- 


Ing gotten the too credulous Prince in his power, he 


conſulted with Qumadride how he ſhould diſpoſe of him, 
to accompliſh his deſignes ; who being a Woman In- 
ured to Blood and Miſchief, Counſeled his Death, - 
which was performed in the heighth of Jollitry, by 
diſguiſed Ruffans ; ſo that inſtead of 2 Bridal Bed, he 
bad an untimely Grave, When he had-Reigned Forty 
Five Years. | 
_ Edmund, the Fifteenth and laſt King of the Eaft 
Angles, began his Reign Anno Dom. 794. He was 
a great encourager of Religious Perſons, allowing large 
Sums to Churcbes and Church-men ; but one of his No- 
bles whom he had conſtituted as Yice Roy, Raviſhing 
the Beautious Wife of Beorn, a Nobleman, who in his 
Progreſs had ſumptuouſly Feaſted him; This Beory

ly all the while, calling on the Name of Jeſus; which

Kenrick, the Second King of the Weſt Saxons, began 
his Reign Anno Dom.

In his Fathers time F 
he Commanded a part of the Army, and Fought ſever- 
al Battels, and now coming to the Crown he raiſed | 
all his Forces, and gave the Britams two great Over- 
throws, viz, One at-Shrewsbury, and the other at Ban- 
bury 1n Oxfordſhire. He Reigned Twenty Six Years. 

- Chewlin, the Third King of the Weſt Saxons, begat 
his Reign Anno Dom.

The Reign of Ethelred, Fifth Sols Afonarch 
of England. 


FT belred, the Third Son of Ethelwolf, upon his com- 
ing tothe Crown, fm Dom. 866, found himſelf 
engaged in a dangerous War againſt the Danes, who 
With their main Strength, almoſt in all parts, Invaded 
the Kinzdom ; ſo getting ſtrong footing with ſeveral 
Armys in the North, Eaſt, and South, he was at a ſtand 
into which quarter he ſhould advance, which gave them 
Opportunity to over-run many fertt} Conuntres ; and be- 
ing as yet Pagans, they uſed unheard-ot Craelties under 
the Leading of Hnzar and Hubba, two of their Dukes, 
who by fome are ftiled Kings. They took the Cty 
of York by Storm, and ſet it on Fire, upon which 
Walketuius, an Earl of the Eaſt Angles, gave them Battel, 
but was Overthrown, and moſt of thoſe he commanded 
ſlain; and fluſhed with this Victory, they deſtroyed 
many famous Churches, alſo the Monafteries of Croyland, 
Ber doney, 1idieſham fide, or Peterborough, and Ely ; and 
the Abbeſs of Coldingkam. to prevent Raviſhment, cut 
0 
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off her Noſe and upper Lip; and by her Example the 
Nuns did the like, to preſerve their Chaſtity by their 
Deformity, but were nevertheleſs Defloured, and after- 
ward in deſpight Immured in their Hovſe, and Fire 
teing put to it, they periſhed in the Flames. And ſo 
terrible they became in thoſe Parts, That Burthred Pice 
Roy of Mercia, to fave the ruin of the Country, made

 Rhoaf-ceaſter, now Rocheſter, raiſing the Siege they had 
layed before it. 

After this, they Recruited and brought another 
Raven Standard, to the Field, in hopes of better ſuccek, 
But near Alesford in Rent, they received another gpreat 
Overthrow, {0 that the Waters in the Ditches, Ponds, 
and Rivers adjacent, were coloured with Blood ; and 
from thence he chaced them' into Eſſex, through the 
Thames, 1 paſſing which River, purſy'd by the Enemy, 
and theiriown fears, niany (for haſte) miſling the Fords, 
were {ſmothered in the Deeps. 

This however ſufficed not the King, whoſe main 
Aime was to drive them out of the Kingdom, and þ 
give Peace and Reſt to his tired and diſtreſſed Subjedts; 
Wherefore he Marched toa place then called Beaufleet, 

- Where Haſtinges a Dane,who newly arrived with Eighty 
Ships, had fortihed and received his flying Country 
men; and' here likewiſe Fortune was on his fide, he 
£1ving them-the Rout; and laſtly they were quite 
diſcomfited at Bouitington hy Severn, and at the Jſedf 
Meſig, or Merſey in Eſſex, at the River Ligea or Ly, 
which goeth to Ware, and carryed up their Ships, but 
Alfred Trenching and Drying it, they could not bring 
them back ; whereupon they fled iato Northumberland, 
and then to Denmark. 

The King, now at leaſure, made many good Laws; 
one for the Baniſhing of Theives, infomuch that fu 
Robberies were committed tor mary Years after. He dl 
vided the Kingdom into Shires, Hundreds, and Tythmg5, 
and made them Reſporible to the party that ſhouldbeN 
Rabbed, if. they negle&ed to Guard or ſecure the Roads, 
which was ſo effectual:y done, that it is ſaid by {ſome 
Hiſtorians, That Gold-Bracelets, and other things 
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value, were faſtned to Poſts in Croſs Ways, and none 
were ſo adventurous as to take them away. This King 
is reported to divide the Natural Day into three parts, 
Eight Hours he ſpent 1n Prayers and Contemplations, 
Eight in Publick Afﬀaires, and the remainder in Necef- 
faries and Recreations ; hes eſteemed as a great lover 
of Learning, and Founded the firſt common School in 
i WY oxford, now called Univerſity Colledge ; he Founded 
SW likewiſe the Monaſteries of Ethelingſey, Shaftsbury. and

ÞDnere, Sirnamed the Elder, Eldeſt Son to Alfred or 
/ Flfride, began his Reign Anno Dom. 901. But not 
long had he been in the Throne, ere his Brother Adel- 
pold, envying his advancement to the Regal Dignity, 
conſpired to ſupplant him ; and in order to it, raiſed a 
Rebellion : But hnding he was #00 weak to maintain his 
Pretenſions, he fled with part of his Forces to the Danes, 
who were by this time returned, and had gotten ſome 
ſtrong holds in the North; and they for to colour their * 


& delign made him King in Title, tho” not in EffeQ ; and 
1s {with them joyned the Welſh, Northumbers, and thoſe 


Scots that bordered on the River Tweed: Againſt theſe 
joynt Forces the King Marched, and at St. Edmund's - 
Ditch, he gave them Battel, but loſt the day, tho' the 
Daxes gained a bloody Victory ; for in the Fight two 
of their Kings were ſlain, viz. Chrocbrichus and Etbel- 
pad; However, to put a ſtop to their further - advan= 
cing, he built the Caſtle of Hartford, and many other 
Itrong placgs, and then having recruited his broken 
Troops with the whole power of the Weſtern and South- 
ern Counties, that remained entirly under his obedience, 
he again advanced his Standard, and gave the Danes 
ack and their Confederates Battel at _Wodens-field, near 
Wolverhampton in Staffordſhire; where the chance of 
46 Var turning on his fide, brought him a great.

_ then toquiet.his People; made many good Laws to rt-

Laws, Magna Charta, or the Great Charter of England, 
ſeems-very much to be grounded. 
Anlafe the Dane retaining ſome footing in the Nor- 
thern parts of England, and Southern Sheirs of Scotland, 
Laboured to periwade /ndulpb King of Scots to break £, 
the League he had made with Ethel/tan, urging that

Marfley-Hill in ths County 15 Celebrated by all Writers 
for its wonderful Travel, on Saturday the 7th of February, 
1571. which was 1adeed exceeding ſtrange and ſurprizing, 
and muſt not be here omitted: It happened thus, About 
fix of the Clock tn the Evening the Earth began to move, 
with a mighty rooring and bellowing Noiſe, which was heard 
ſeveral Miles off,, and then it lifted it ſelf up a great height, 
and began to Travel; carrying along with it the Trees that 
grew upon it, the Sheepfolds and Flocks of Sheep continumg 
fell thereon, and from the place whereon it firſt ſtood, by 
ſeven a Clock the next Morning, had gone about 200 Fovt,, * 
and ſo continued its Travel three Days together, and then 
ſrood ſtill; in its paſſage it overthrew Kinnaſton-Chappel. 
and removed an Yew-Tree growing in the Church-Tard. 
from Weſt to Eaſt ; throwing down alſo ſeveral Houſes, 
Trees and Hedges : But that which adds more to the wonder 
is, That two Fiigh-ways were turned about 300 Foot from 
ther former Pathes, the Eaſt part to the Weſt, and the Weff 
to the Eaſt, Paſturage being left in the place of Tillage, and 
likewiſe Tillage jn the place of Paſturage. 
As for the Seats of the Nobility, tho* not many, they ars 
moſtly of curious Antient Building, viz.

bf econce, the Third Son of Canute, by a different 
Mother, viz. Emma, Succeeded Harvyold, Anny 
Dom. 1040: He was Crowned at Loudon by Elnoch Arch 
Biſhop.of Canterbury ; upon which he laboured to ſettle 
h1s Aﬀairs at home and abroad, kept the Seas free 
rom Pirates, that for ſome time before had infeſtel 
the Coaſt, cauſing the Danes and Norwegians to build 
divers Ships for his Service; but being of a rough and 
uneaſy temper, he was not very pleaſing to his Subjeds: 
He bore: a Mortal Hatred to Harrold his Brother-n- 
Law, and not being capable of expreſling it to any effet 
during his Lite, he ſhewed it openly after his Death; 
' cauling his dead Body to be taken out. of the Sepulcher 
in which it had lain a conſiderable tune, and the Head 
to be cut off, and then thrown into the T hames, {unk 
with a great weight of Lead; but ſome Fiſhermen 
draging it up with'their Nets a while after, decently 
Buricd it in St. Clements Church in the Strand ; for which 
reaſon' ſome will have it. to take the additinal word 
Danes, as it is now called. 
This Hardicanute is accounted among the Volup- 
vous Kings, taking great pleaſure in Banqueting, add 
often ploricd he could Eat moreat a Meal, than anyot 
his Subje&s; his Table was four times a Day ſp 
-- With all manner of Delicates that. Sea or Land afforded 
"by which riotous manner of living he greatly waſte 
his Treaſure, and ſet an example to his Nobles to d0 
the like ; f9 that the Court being lmpoveriſhed, ft 
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 Þ alts were held to raiſe an exaCting Tax on the Com- 
\ Þ mons, which wes chiefly counſelled by Goodwin Earl of 
Kent, whereby he fell into the hatred of the People, 
and went Guarded a long time after, to prevent their 
- The Sum raiſed was 32147 Pounds, a great 
Tax in thoſe days, and grievouſly exaſperated the 
People, becauſe it was exatted with rigor 3 inſomuch 
t Bthat at Worceſter they made an Infurrettion, and flew 
o Btwo of the Colle&ors ; which ſo highly offended the 
h © King, that he not only cauſed divers of the Mutineers 
e Wto be Executed, but laid the City in a heap of Rubbiſh 
e by Fire, ſo that the Innocent ſuffered among the 
4 E Guilty; which cauſed other InſurreQtions, but they 
werepreſently quieted, and many flain. 
With part of this Money the clamouring Seamen 
were paid off, and thereupon a great part of the Fleet 
laid up,and then the King purſued his former pleaſures; 
whereupon the Scots much waſted the Northern Bor- 
ders; but being overthrown in a great Battel on the 
bank of the Tweed, near to Barwick, they were com- 
pelled to ſue for Peace ; which they conld not obtain, 
till they had - made conſiderable reſtitution for - the 
dammage they had done in the Engliſh Counties.

This unexpected Adventure ſtartled the King, th 
rotwithſtanding his great Courage, a ſ{urprifing fey 
ſeemed viſible in his Countenance ; fo that pauſing 
while, he thought it more prudent to yield to Neceſþ 
ty than hazard (after ſo much expence of Blood ant 
Treaſure) his Life and Kingdom: on at uncertai 
Chance and Nicety : ' Whereupon he f{igned their de 
mands preſented in Writing, and gave them a Sole 
Promiſe to Confirm it to them in a Legal manner; 
whereupon they threw down their Arms, and Shovute( 


ty Enjoys the Priviledges they held in Edward the Con 
feſſors time, exempted from other Countzes, as alf 
thoſe in preceding Reigns. 

After this, perceiving the Spirits of the Fngiſ"Wtl 
were not ſo ealily brought under as he ſuppoſed, an WP 
hearing that Swain King of Denmark was preparit{ IL 
for an Invaſion at the Inftigation of Goodwin and Ei 


mund, two of King Harrolds Sons, he began to relax wo 
his ſeverity; and to make fair with the City of Londant! 
Granted them this ſhort Charter, viz. 1 William = tc 
Greet William Biſhop, aud Godfrey Porters and all wb 
Burgelles within London, French and Engliſh, and 
Grant you that I Will that you Maintain and Enjoy «fy 4 
your Laws as you did in the days of King Edward (meat!

Heir ;, and further 1 wilt that no Jan Wrong you, and) :

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However the- Danes Landed a ſtrong Army in the 
North, where they were Joyned by many Engliſh, in 
hopes thereby to regain their Liberties ;/ but the King 
'Bhaſting thither, drove them to their Ships with great 
\Bfaughter ; and to revenge him on thoſe that had joyn- 
Wed with them, he waſted the Country from York to 
Durbam ; ſa that for Nine Years the Ground lay waſte, 

{ Ewhich occaſioning a Famine, numbers of People Dyed. 
' After this he Summoned a Conweeation of the Clergy, 
charging them with many faults and failures in their 
funtions, and Duty towards him, for which he De- 
poſed and Deprived divers Learned an& Godly Men 
of their Dignities, Living and Subſtance : The two 
former he beſtowed on ſach as bid'moft for them, and 
the latter he kept to Maintain his Wars in Normandy, 
where Troubles were ariſen in his Abſence ; the French 
labouring to recover it, as part of their Antient Ter- 
ritories. But ſcarce had he Expelled them ere haſty 
News recalled him, viz. "The Earls Edwin and Morcar 
had ſet up Edgar Etheling, and raifed great Forces ; 
Ewhich were ſo Formidable to the Conguerer, by reaſon 
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i Wthe Engliſh were generally enclined to favour the Young 
ooWPrince, than he found himſelf conſtrained to end the 
of Difference by fair means; and to make the common 


fort more ready to embrace it, he Swore to keep Invi- 
olable the Antient Laws of the Land, particularly 
thoſe of Edward the Confeſſor ; but not long after he 
took trom the Abby of St. Albans all the Lands between 
Barnet and London-Stone, 

And to Strengthen himſelf he made a League with 
Malcolm King of Scots, who had often publickly, or 
nderhand, made Incurtions, or raiſed Commotions in 
Wie Northern parts of the Kingdom. And the Bounds 
of the Country were aſcertained by rearing a Stone 
Weroſs, called by. the Scots Stain Ioor,, in WH PET, 
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but by the Engliſh Roy Croſs, or Kings Creſs, and ſoon 
after the King Sailed again for Normandy ; and quelle 
the Rebellious Normans that were joyned With the 
French againſt him, and ſo returned with Victory (but 
his Treaſure being Exhauſted) he to recruit it; Sold tg 
Walcher Biſhop of Purham the Earldom of Northumber. 
land; but he Enjoyed it not long, tor Oppreſling the 
People to raiſe the Money he had disburled, they roſe 
in.-a Tumultuous manner and flew him, Anno 1075, 
and the enſuing Year a Froſt continued without Inter. 
miſſion, from the 1 2th of November to the 1 5th of April 
ſothat the Wild t owl were moſt deſtroyed, and many 
Cattle periſhed for want of Food: A Blazing Sty 
ſoon after appeared, whereupon freat contentions 
enſued in Normandy ; for Robert the Kings Son, hayias 
Ingratiated humielf into the Favour of the People 
raiſed great Forces and in a ſet Battel Wounded his 
Father in the . Arm, threw him from his Horſe, and 
took it as his Prize, gaining an intire Victory, in whi 
many of the Enzliſþ Nobles loſt their Lives: Where: 
upon the King finding his Army much weakened, wa 
conf{trained to return for England, and finding theCih 
of London did not much favour him after this Defeat, 
to lay a curb and awe on them, he rebuilt the Tower 
London, drawing a Ditch about it to the largneſs as 
Continues to this day, it being before but of inconſider- 
able Strength, viz. Anno Dom, 10783 and ſoa Peace 
iz tort time being concluded between him and bs 
Son Fob-;t, the latter being allowed the nominal Titk 
of Duke of Normandy, and entirely to poſſeſs it as 4 
Soveraign, Prince after his Fathers Death, he-came1nto

He held a Synod in London, where ſome Biſhopricks 
were Tranſlated from one place to another ; as Selwy _ 
to Chichefter, Credington to Exeter, Shirbourn to Salisbury, 
Dorcheſter unto Lincoln; and there being a Contention 
between the two Arch Biſhops of Canterbury and York 
for Primacy, he undertook todetermine the difference, 
appointing Lanfrank Arch Biſhop of Canterbury, Primate 
of all England; and Thomas Arch Biſhop of York, only 
Primate of England; fo that he and his Succeſlors be- 
came ſubordinate to the Archiepiſcopal See of Canterbury, 
Philip King of France, taking advantage of theKings 
Abſence from Normandy, encouraged Robert to make 
himſelf Abſolute Duke, aſſiſting him with Men and 
Money ; whereupon the King was again conſtrained 
to paſs the Seas with a puiſſant Army, being over-eager 
In laying waſte the Country ; agd haraſling himſelt in 
War, being over-heated, he tell Sick, and-hearing that 
the French King ſhould ſay in a Scoffing manner, He lay 
8 long time in Child-Bed; he Replied in a rage, That at 
bis Upriſing or Churching, be would Light ſo many Candles 
m France, as ſhould Inflame the whole Country : And in- 
ded he made his words good, for upon his recovery, 
laraged that his Enemies had in his Sickneſs taken the 
O 2 advatage 
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Weſt parts of France, Firing the City of Nantz, Meux 
and a great number of Towns and Villages, Inriching 
with part of the Spoil the Church of St. Stephen's in Nr. 
mandy. which was of his own Founding ; moreover he. 
queathing in his laſt Will his Crown and Regal Ornaments 
to it, appointing his Body (when he Dyed) to be By. 
Tyed therein, And for the Service done in this War 
he requited many of his Commanders, who had lp. 
nalized their Vallour, with poſſeſſions in England, to 
hold them of the Crown; one of which Grants for the 
Antiquity and plain manner of Conveyance, exempted 
from the tediouſneſs now in uſe, I think not amils to 
TeCIte, Vit.

ng great, none but a few poor Monks would come near 
bim; nor was this all; one Aſcalinus Fitz. Arthuy, a 
Norman Gentleman, denyed him Burial in St. Step bew's . 
Church, ſaying, He had Founded it on bis Taberit vos 
violently taken away, that it ſtood upon the Floor of his 
Fathers Houſe, and the Body of no Deſpoiler ſhou}d be cover- 
ed in bis Earth: however Henry his Fourth Son, giving; 
zHundred Pound Welght in Silver as a recompence, 

hewasthere Interred, but with little or no Ceremony; 

that he who in his Life time made Nations Tremble, 

being Dead, was little or nothing regarded. 

This William the Firſt, was Son to Robert the Sixth 
Duke of Vormanay, begotten as 1s ſaid, on a Beautiful 
Damſel named. Arict, the Daughter of a T anner, \n 
Kfonour of whom a Town is called by her Name. 

He began his Reign over England Anno Dom. 10966, 

on Saturday the Fourteenth of Ofober, and Reigned

Wren Wiliam the Firſt Dyed, his Eldeſt-Son Robert 

.' waSIn Germany, Negotiating his Fathers Aﬀairs, 
todraw in thoſe Princes to aſſiſt him in making a Vi-

1087, 
This William was Younger Brother to Robert, but 
being of a milder "Temper, and better affected to the 
Engliſh, by reaſon he had in a manner been bred up. 
mongft them, and approved by them, Robert found 
himſelt greatly Agreived that he had been put beſide 
his Right in England, tho' the Dutchy of Normandy 
was left entirely to him; but the Title of Duke nor 
agreeing with his great Spirit, when he perceived he 
might have been a. King had not loſs of opportunity 
barr'd it, he reſolved nevertheleſs to tempt Fortune in 
a tryal for the regaining what was overſlipt ; where- 
- upon he raiſed a gallant Army, compoſed of his own 
Subjects and Strangers, Landing them in England, with 
little or no Reiiſtance, not doing any damage to the 
Engliſh; but being Encamped Commiſtioners were lent 
. by King W:ilkkam to treat with him about an Accommo- 
dation for the preventing the effuſion of Blood, and 
the Miſeries ck a War was likely to bring on both 
Nations, for being thereby weakened, they might ealily 
become. Pgey to Forreign' Enemies, who watched for 
{ſuch an opportunity to work their ends, both on Aer- 
mandy and England, eſpecially the Danes and Frendh. 
To-theſe and other Reaſons for an amicable conclu- 
fion of the Difference, the Norman Duke harkened 
with much mildaeſs, 1o that in a ſhort time 1t was &

ly for the Twelve Villages the King reſtored hw 
(after he had taken them from him! in this War) whit 
he had held in the Reign of William the Conquerer; 
and to Fortifie againſt the Scots Incurſions he Rebuilded 
and Gariſoned the City of Carliſle in Cumberland, l 
having been demoliſhed by the Dares about a ba 
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| Þ before; and Lanfrank Dying at a great Age, the King 
 Þ kept the profits of the Arch Biſhoprick in his hands 
 Þ Four Years, and then made Anſelm, a Norman Abbot, 
 Þ Arch Biſhop, which much diſpleaſed the Engliſh Clergy. 

Not long after this, Malcolm King of Scots coming 
to Glouceſter where King William held his Court, being 
denied Acceſs, and unhand{omly treated by ſome 
Carpet-Courtiers who had been raiſed from a low de- 
eree, he (without acquainting the King with it, or 
demanding fatisfaftion for the Indignity put upon 
him) flung away 1n a great rage; and arriving in Scot- 
land, Aſſembled the Nobles, and incited them to bring 
all the Forces they could raife to his Standard, which 
they punQually obeyed, and entering England with a 
huge Army, he waſted all before him as far as Alnewick, 
which he Beſieged, and Took it; but the ſtrong Caſtle 
held out againſt him, which with his numbers he fo 
fraightly begirt, that Famine got in and much difſ- 
mai'd the Beſfieged; whereupon'an adventurous Knight, 
yitha Flag of Truce in his Hand, and-the Keys of the 
"Caſtle on his Spear, came out at the Gate Mounted on 
if Y afwitt Racer, and making low obeyſence, as if-he ſub- 
vb YF mitted them to the King of Scots, being come pretty 
near, ſetting Spurs to his Horſe he run at the King with 
his Spear, and piercing him into the Eye and Brain, he 
Yj fell Dead to the Ground, and the Knight by the ſwift- 
neſs of his Horſe eſcaped through the Scotiſh Camp ; at 
he which the Scots were ſo diſmard, That they raiſed the 
vlege, and departed with the Body of their King 
Mournfully into Scotland. 

For this daring piece of Service, which turned fo 
Mych to the advantage of William, The Knight had his 
Name by him changed from Mabrey to Piercey, and 
Was created Earl of Northumberland, whoſe Race as 
farls continued till of very late days, as will appear Fu 

ne 
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th'z ſucceeding Reigns. But this Succels prevented ng 
a (Zonſpiracy againſt the King, for Robert Mowbrey ang 
IW.ifliam of Ancho Plotted to take away his Life by Tres, 
chery, and Crown Stephen D' Albemarle his Second 
Siſters Son ; but the Deſign being Diſcovered alitth 
before it was to be put in- practice by one of the 
Atcomplices in the Conſpiracy, ſome were taken ang 
Executed, others Fled. 

And now the Welſh Rebelling under the Leading gf 
Rees their Prince, the King with a gallant Army enter. 
ed Wales, but the Rebells ſhifting from one ſteep Moun. 
tatn to another, as well knowing the ways in thoſe 
Faitneſles, and climbing the craggy Clifts, like Goats 
many of the Engliſh were waſted in purſuing them; 
but at length Starving them our, they were conſtrain- 
ed to come to a Battel, wherein Rees was Slain with 
moſt of his Army ; whereupon Wales entirely ſubmit- 
ted to the Engliſh Obedience. 

Theſe Troubles were ſcarce over, when another 
Storm threataed from Normandy: The Duke ſpurrel 
on by Philip of France, who promiſed to Atd him, i 
{ſecond time prepared for England ; but the King hat- 
ingan Army on foot, concluded it better to ſeat the 
War 1n. another Country than in his own; and there- 
fore to prevent the Dukes making his Voyage, Sailed 
to Normandy, whoſe ſurpriſing Landing, brought great 
fear on the Country ; however, the King finding hiw- 
ſelf able with the Army he had to do no great matters, 
and being deſtitute of Money to raiſe Forces Abroad, 
bethought him of a Stratagem to do it, viz. He ſent 
to England many chief Officers to Levy ſuch for th 
Wars as were of Ability, and having Liſted Citizen 
of London and others to the number of 30000, when! 
they came to the Sea Shoar, and moſt of them ſhewed 
an unwillingneſs to Embark, as looking back i” ro 
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Wives and Children, from which many of 'them had 
been forced, upon a pretended prefling urgency, it was 
Proclaimed, T hat fuch as would lay down Ten Shillings 
 E ſhould be Diſcharged trom the Service, which moſt of 
| Ethem did with great Alacrity; ſo that very few of 
them went : With this Money King Wiltam under- 
» Mhand bought off Phr!lip the French King from the Duke 
| Mof Normandy's Intereſt ;; which he perceiving, agreed 

with his Brother by Ratitying again the former Con- 
| Wditions ; and the C/71/71172 Armies being on foot in moſt

Death, but extended his Pardon to the common fort: 
and Mowbray, who encouraged them, was committe

And the Welſh growing again troubleſom, by waſt. 
ing the Engliſh Borders, and carrying away great ſpoils 
the King ſent the Earls of Shrewsbury and Cheſter againk

Maintain the ſaid Laws and Ordinana wn 
or the Authority of the Twelve Peers, that they NolWes 
be committed ro Priſon, and not delivered thevow 
without the Kings conſent: And hereupon he Wore 
the Londoners from twelve Years Old, and upwards, 0G

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the Barons met, and entered into a Reſolution among

Then they ſent their Letters in a 
moſt ſubmiflive and humble manner to the King, pro- 
eſting their Duty, Service,and true Allegiance to him z 
entreating his Highneſs for the Honour of Almighty 
God, for the health of his own Soul, and for the we 
fareand happineſs of his People and Kingdom, utterly 
alto dehie (except his Queen and Children) all ſuch as 
Conncelled him, or did themſelves intend to ſuppreſs 
the Laws and Ordinances eſtabliſhed in the Parliament 
tC xj0rd, or the Authority and Power, which for the 
yantage of the common good, was Granted to the 
Twelve Peers.

have relyed on him for Protection, than thus to be

inveterate Enemies to the King of England © With this 
and fuch-like ſubmiſſive Diſcourſe, he was ſome whay 
pacified, and promiſed to come to his Parliament in 
three days, and failed not-to do it; where by Proof and 
Accaſation of the Lords, Michael De La Pool, Chans 
cellour of England, and Duke of Suffolk, was Convitted

Stores, who, Joyning the Scots; Army, Marched into 
England ;, bug upon notice of King Richard's approath 
with a formidable Army, they croſſed the Mountains 
into Vales,' leaving Scotland open to the Engliſh wid, 
Burnt-Edenbug, St, Jobmſtons, Sterlino, and Dundee; and 
having haraſſed the Country almoſt from Sea to 5 
they returned Laden with-mach- Booty.

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HIS Henry was Crowned by the conſent of the 
> Eſtates, in the life time of Richard the Second, 
and created Henry his: Eldeſt. Son Prince of Wales, 
Duke of Cornwal, and Earl of Cheſter ; Then he called 
a Parliament in his own Name, in which the Biſhop of 
Carliſle, for-ſpeaking in the behalf of King Richard, and 
moving a commiſeration of his wrongs, was commit-

Soon after this, the Duke of Exeter, Captain of Hate 
Few, Ravaged the Countries, and Ovetthrew the Earl 
of Sminieck the. new Conſtable of Fr ance, with/con- 
| fiderable laughter ; taking many Priſoners, "for which 
he had large Ranſoms: And Sigiſmund the Emiperorof 
Germany coming, into. England, laboured to conclude's 
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effect ir, he made one for bimſelf.; and being honour- 
ably attended by the King and his Nobles to his Ships, 
he returned home, highly ſatisfied with his Entertain- 
ment : Shortly after the Duke of Burgundy made a 
Peace with King Henry only for the Counties of Flat- 
ders and Artbois, for which he was ſuſpected as,an Ene- 
my to the Crown of France. 1 

In the Kings abſence, the French Beſieged Harefle 
' by Seaand Land ; but their Fleet; Commanded by Jo 
Viſcount Narbon, was utterly deſtroyed by Jobn Duke 
of Bedford; whereupon the Conſtable raiſed the Siege 
by Land, and haſted to Paris upon which the 
Nobility Quarelled among themſelves, about the oy}

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bad Succeſſes, charging the Miſcarriage upon one a» 
nother, which made for King Henry's Intereſt; ſo that 
he called a Parliament at Weſtminſter, declaring pub- 
lickly his Right and undoubted Title to the Crown of 
France, and the many wrongs the French had done the 
Engliſb Nation, which now they had an opportunity to 
repair, in giving him Supplies to enable him in the 
' | proſecution of his Wars, which they liberally Granted 
| tim; and It was raiſed without any murmurings of the 
People, as in other Reigns had happened on the hke 
occaſion ; In the mean while John Holland Earl of Hun« 
ingion, after a ſharp Engagement, took three Carracks 
Genoa, and ſunk other fix, that were going to Aid 
the French; and in the Prizes found great ſtore of 
Treaſure; and early in the Spring the King Landed a 
rong Army in Normandy, took the Caſtle of Tonque,

Lamas tide, till Chriſtmas, on New-Years Day they 0-

One John Clapharz, a Servant to the Eark 
of Warwick, having got his Maſters Standard, in which 
was Portraied the White Bear, -coming in with a ſmall 
Troop, and crying A Warwick, a //arwick; fo daunted 
the Kings Men (who thovght the Earl had been there 
with a freſh {npply) that they threw down their Arms 
and fled; and being hotly Purſued, more than 5000 
were ſlain: Sir Richard Heybert, and Eight others of 
Note, being taken Priſoners, were Beheaded at Ban- 


bury by the Ruſticks. Upon this Succeſs, their Army - 


greatly encreaſed, and a ſeparate Party making one 
Robin of Risdale their Captain, Plundered the Kings 
Mannor-Houle at Grafton, and finding there the Earl of 
Rivers, Father to the .Queen, -and his Son John, they 
carried them to Northampton and Beheaded them ; and 
ſome of the Kings Forces having Taken the Lord 
Stafford, he loſt his Head at: Bridgwater for Deſerting 
the Earl of Pembrosk at Banbury Field. 

The Duke of Clarence and Earl of Warwick taking 
the advantage of theſe Troubles, Landed; and with

there- was one Sir, James Teryil, a retainer to the Tower, 
whom he knew to: be very Indigent and Neceſlitons, 
this Man he doubted not to prevail on for the Execu- 
tion of his wicked purpoſe ; and therefore ſent him a 
ſupply.of Money, with large promiſes of preferment, if 
he Executed his pleaſure; and withal his Commands 
tothe Lieutenant to deliver him the Keys of the T owey. 
[his wicked wretch not weighing the Guilt, cloſed 
with the Golden offers, and had the Keys delivered to 
him, tho” not without regret, by Sir Robert Brakenbury; 
and the ſame Evening he hired two deſperate Rufſians, 
viz, John Dighton and Miles Forreſt, to Smother the 
Princes in their Beds, which they as wickedly perfor- 
med, by claping Pillows on their Faces, and lying on 
them with all their force, till by their no longer ſtrug- 
lng, they found they had bereaved them of Life. 
-—Thiscruel Murther being committed, the next thing 
was to conſider how to diſpoſe of their Bodies; which 
alter ſome -conſults abour ir, they Buried under the 
Stairs, from whence they were removed, and Buried 
none knows where: Thus King Edward the Fourth's 
Male Iſſue, became extin& ; which ſome looked on as 
aJudgmenr, for his conſenting to the Murther of Pious 
King Henry, and Innocent Prince Edward his Son. 
However it alleviates not the Guilt of thoſe that dipt 
teir hands in this Blood ; for all that were concerned 
nit, came tountimely ends; ſo juſt and ſevere is God 
0 puniſhing Murther, even in this Life; for rarely 
wee find his vengance ſtays till the ſhedders of Inno- 
It Blood drop into a timely Grave.

The Queenf a7 
grew Frantick for ſome time, and mach ado they had6 
to prevent her laying violent hands on herſelf; but p 
being brought to her Sences, with Tears and bitterÞ|te 
Excecrations againſt her wicked Brother-in-Law, ſhel 56 
paſled a Melancholy Life for many Months: King 
Kichard after this, was troubled with fears and fright-an 
ful Dreams of Devils and Spirits, haling and tormen- 
ting him, that he is laid to ſhed ſome "Tears, and wiſh 
' It had not been done: However he came to London 
and. ſummoned a Parliament, wherein (to ingratiate

Courtſhip to; Elizabeth his 
Brothers Daughter, who. tearing her own and her Siſt- 
ers. ſafety, put him off with delays, without any abſo« 
lute denyal, till the Battel of Boſwortb-Eield ending his 
Life, ſet her at liberty to Marry the Earl of Richmond; 
whom. this News of Courtſhip haſtencd over with 
ſuch. Forces ds the French King and his own Friends far- 
iſhed him with, to the. Namber of 2000'; with thoſe 
he Landed. at Milford Haven in Wales, and for a time 
few reſorted to him; yet no. fooner the Wel//men un« 
derſtood he was of the Family of the Tuthers, and of 
their own Blood, and might prove an eſpecial Favou- 
our of them, if he was advanced to the Crown, but they 
flocked to his Standard from all parts, under their Cap- 
tains John Morgan, "Rice ap Thomas, Richard Griffith, 
and others; having by this means gotten a little Army, 
he Marched forward by Sir.

- On the 2oth of Auguſt 1485, The two Armies faced 
each other near Boſworth in: Leiceſterſhire: But when 
King Richard perceived the Lord Stanleywho comman- 
ded'a part of his Forces, ſtand wavering at a diſtance, 
he ſent to him to come immediatly and joyn wirh him ; 
towhich he Replied, He would do it when he ſaw his time, 
This ſo:enraged him, that he commanded the Son of 
that Lord, whom he had as a Hoſtage of his Fidelity, to 
beinſtantly cut off; however he was diſwaded to de- 
fer it till the fortune of the Field had been'tried ; and 
þ'both Armies joyning, fought deſperately, none 
knowing whichwould be victor, till by the Lord Stanly's - 
Revolting, and breaking in upon the Kings Battallion 
with freſh Men, he turned the ſcale when the King 
perceiving Fortune againſt-lmnm, reſolving to reſtore

After the Battel of Boſworth, Fenry haſted to London; 
'f ©* and ſoon after his arrival, was Crowned King : 
0 Then calling a Parliament, King Richard was Atcainted, 
- | and the Crown entailed on him and his Heirs ; and the 
'Y Jautary following, he Married the Lady Elizabeth, 
» | Eldeſt Daughter to Edward the Fourth, by which means 
the long Warring Houſes of York and Lancaſter were 
-JJned 1n one; and in the enſuing September, ſhe was 
delivered of a Prince, who was Chriſtned Arthur ; and 
the King publiſhed his Pardon to all that had born 
Arms againſt him, conditionally if they would Swear 
Falty and Allegiance to him ; which many refuſed; 
and/had their Goods and Eſtates Confiſcated. Then 
ke choſe Grave and Wiſe Counſellours of State, who 
by their prudent mannagment of Afairs, thorowly 
Sttled the Kingdom in Peace and Tranquillity ; and 
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{ſo proceeding.to.make large amends to the Duke oft 
Britany and French King, for the favours he receive 
from them during his Exile. WEI 

- But now whilſt all things feemed quiet, and Trade 
began to flouriſh, a ſuddain Rebellion broke out in the 
North, Headed by Sir  Humpbry Stafford, the Lord 
Lovel, and others, who.left their Sanctuaries, and drey 
great Numbers to ſide. with them. But King Hem 
raiſed an Army with much celerity, and coming ſwift« 
ly on them, the Ringleaders fled- by Night, which# 
amazed the Plebeans, that the next Morning they ſub 
mitted to the Kings mercy : However Sir Humphyy 
Stafford, and his Brother Thomas, were taken ont-of 
Culnbam Abby in Oxfordſhire, whither they had fled for” 
Sanctuary, and the firſt Beheaded; the latter being 
ſpared becauſe he Acted by the DiQates of his Brother, 

T his combuſtion was no ſooner over, but another 

more dangerous enſued; . For one Richard Symond, a 
Prieſt, {:t up a Pupil of his, whom he had cunning} 
' Inftructed to claim. the Crown, by the Name of Edward 
Plantazenet, Eldeſt Son to the Duke of Clarence tho 
it afterward ,appeared his true Name was Lambert 
Symne]: His Age agreed with that of the Prince he re- 
prefenced, who was then a Priſoner, and'in liknelſs he 
reſembled him, and his carriage was extreamly Gentell 
and Taking: ſo that many flocked to him who were 
deſirous ct change, as well of the Nobles and Gentrygs 
Commons; but not finding here a ſufficient Strength, 
he ſailed to Jreland; where Sir Thomas G arendive, the

Whilſt theſe things Paſſed, a Quarrel aroſe between 
Charles the French King, and: Francis Nuke of Britany 3 
whereupon the lattesy, too weak to oppoſe his power- 
tl Enemy, required-Aid of King Henry; but he having 
0 his neceſſities been befriended by them both, rather 
hboured to make-an Accomodation ; yet uv nderhand, 
theKing winking at it, matiy Engliſh went over to the 
Duke's Aſſiſtance; but were moſtly flain in a fatal 
Overthrow the French gave near the City of Nantz, 
with their chief Leader the Lord Woodvile. -This made 
King Henry openly affiſt the Duke with Men and 
Money; to furniſh which, he Taiſed by Parliament a 
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Tax of the Tenth Penny on all Moveable 
which cauſed a Rebellion in the North, where the 
of Northumberland enforcing the Kings Orders for i the 
ſtritt Levying it, was Murthered by the Rout ; but 
Thomas Earl of Surry going againſt them with an Army, 
they diſperſed and fed + yet ſeveral of the Ringleader 
were ak and Executed in ſu ndry places. 
During the War in Britany, That Duke dyed, and 
the Eſtates Marry —_ Daughter and Heireſs to the 
French King, tho' ſhe had befere been contracted to 
Maximillian the Emperour, a Peace enſued ; and the 
Lady Aargaret, Daughter to the Emperovr, whom the 
pag King had taken as his Wife, was returned with 
cilgr ace; which occaſioned a War between them; 
an Henry being on both ſides ſolicited for Aid, he for 
many widdhes Reaſons adhered to the Emperour, and 
Tranfported an' Army, under the: Command of hi 
Unkle Jaſper Duke of Bedford, and Jobn Earl of Oxford; 
but the Emperour not. being forward in his promi

Not long after this; the Dutcheſs Dowager of But: 
gundy ſet up another [mpoſture, who though his true 
Name was Perkin Warbeck, was to paſs for Richard Plat 
tapenet, the ſecond Son of Edward the Fourth, and tht 
better to further her deſign; ſhe uſed ſuch Policy- 
England, that ſhe gained. many of the beſt Rank, why 
"ere well affected to the Houſe of York, to fayour Fry 
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King Henry however, to Countermine her Stratagem, 
hent to work him Miſchief, ſecretly cauſed divers of 
his Friends ſeemingly to fly to this new pretended 
Duke, and offer him their Service; their Eſtates the 
mean while, the better to colour. the matter, being 
ſeized in England: And by this means he gained pri- 
vate Intelligence of all the Proceedings,and an Account 
of the Names of ſuch as being in England held correſ- 
pondency - with him; which brought many into 
Trouble, and ſome to Execution. And finding the 
Emperour, diſguſted at the Peace he had made with 
France, ſecretly encouraged this deſign, he removed the 
Engliſh Mart trom the Low Countries to Callice, which 
proved greatly prejudicial to the Flemings, eſpecially 
apon a Prohibition of Flemiſh Wares being brought in- 
t. England, which made the Emperour publiſh the like 
Rohit to hinder the Importation of Engliſh Goods 
nany part of his Territories; which cauſing a decay 
'of Trade, incited the meaner ſort of Handicrafts in 
Jondon to commit divers Outrages on the Perſons and 
Goods of the Flemings that Inhabited among them ; 
e- | but about 8o of the Ringleaders being Taken, were 
e- | Impriſoned, till by the Kings Pardon they were Re- 
ie fl Kaſed; and the Flemings Baniſhed.
